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In a Hadith it i$ related that someone informed Hadhrat Abu-Darda (R A.) that his 
house has burnt Hadhrat Abu-Darda (R.A.) replied confidently: “It is not burnt.. 
Allaah will never do so, because I have heard from Muhammed (S.A.W.) that he 
who recites this verse in the beginning of the day, will not receive any harm/dam- 
age till evening and if he recites it in the evening he will have no harm/damage till 
the morning.” And according to some narrations, “even on himself, his children 
and property. Therefore, how can my house burn? I have recited this verse in the 
morning”. Then the people asfced him to accompany them and see whether it was 
burnt or not. They all went together and saw the whole Street was on fire but not 
the house of Abu-Darda (R.A.), even though it was situated in the middle of the 
Street.
